Once into 
Great Slave Lake, however, and the 
water was clear and almost as cold 
as the recently melted ice itself. The 
headwaters of the Mackenzie also 
proved very clear and cold. 

The “Northern Trader” expects to 
arrive at Fort Norman late Wednes- 
day evening, next, so that five days 
will have been required to make the 
trip from Fort Smith to Norman for 
the first boat of the season. This is 
a good average trip, considering the 
amount of freight required to be un- 
loaded at each stopping point.

NEW YORK, July 30.—Thé reso- 
‘lution passed Thursday by the trus- 
tees of Johns Hopkins Hospital, Bal- 
timore, aroused most profound in- 
terest arnong medical men tBrough- 
out the country. The trustees pro- 
nounced this dictum: 

“The maximum fee that any sur- 
geon ought to charge for an epera- 
tion, no matter how wealthy the pa- 
tient, is §1000; for attending patients 
in a hospital, $356 a week.” § 

According to Judge Henry D. Har- 

lan, president of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Johns Hopkins, the decision 
to limit fees was reached primarily 
by the doctors affiliated with that | 
hospital. Judge Harlan said to the) 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in Bal- | 
timodre yesterday: 

“The trustees accepted and ap- | 
proved the recommendations of the 
doctors of the hospital as represent- 
ed in the Medical Board. The action, 
therefore, is in effect the action of 
the doctors themselves. Certainly the 
trustees, who are not practitioners, 
vrould not act in such a matter un- 
less it had the full sanction of the 
doctors. How many members of the 
Medical Board were prese when 
the conclusions were reach I do 
not know, but the matter came to 
the trustees with the Medical Board's 
indorsement.

“The Teaser” and “The Skylark,” However, Are 
Made Better Than They Deserve to Be by 
Good Acting—Gossip of the Speakng Stage.

A SWEET little flapper from Menominee, Mich., came to town this week. 


Annie Barton brought along ideas in deviltry to amply supply this 


city’s fall crop of debutantes. 

“The Teaser,” William A. Brady's 
first production of this budding sea- 
son, acted at the Playhouse, gives 
Martha M. Stanley and Adelaide 
Mathews an excellent opportunity to 
warn affianced, even beautiful, aunts 
of the peril that lurks behind the 
skirts of attractive youth. Peril is 
no word for it when youth is ‘to 
come into Auntie’s own home. It was 


sheer distraction for Auntie Theo- 
dora Wyndham from the moment 
Annie stepped over the threshold of 
Auntfe’s New York home, come to 
be a companion to Auntie in her 
later years, until Auntie saw Annie 
safely married. Luckily, it may b> 
added, not to Auntie’s own fiance or 
to the husband of one of Auntie’s 
best friends. 

Thus does the featherweight play 
that bounced unevenly along its 
course to the accompaniment of tit- 
ters at times, and real unrestrained 
laughter at others. It is of an ex- 
tremely light texture, lacking in 
those qualities that cause one to rush 
back to his. seat between acts and 
wonder what is to come next, yet 
wholesome and amusing. It is so 
generously supplied with. the girlisn 
pranks of a carefree little imp with 
a pretty face that it disarms the 
grumblers. 

To see Jane Grey act the part of 
the shocked Aunt when “the only 
daughter of my only brother’ ifs 
caught in. two lies, trying to wriggle 
out of having gone to a roadhouse 
of doubtful character with the hus- 
band of her best friend, is to see this 
young woman in one of her best per- 
formances on the New York stage. 
And Faire Binney, as Annie Barton, 
from Menominee, brought to the 
comedy stage an exquisite bit of 
acting. Her youth meets the re- 
quirements of the author's 15-year- 
old heroine splendidly. And she is 
very pretty. One wonders how these 
four or five dignified gentlemen 
whom she wraps about her finger to 
her aunt's horror really keep from 
taking her to a minister long before 
one of them really does. " 

The first and second acts establish 
beyond a doubt that Annie is a wild 
little lady and will need watching. It 
appeared rather unfortunate, then. 
in the third act that unadulterated 
farce should have been resorted to 
in order to register a “thrill” into 
the comedy. Here, and only here, 
could Annie's real motives have been 
questioned. To have held her trapped 
in the apartment of a married man 
really seemed § ifttle harsh on the 
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child, but playwrights must have 
their way. 

Lois Caswell, af&f played by Rose 
Winter, was a properly indignan® 
wife when Annies escapades with 
Lois’ husband cast suspicion upon 
her innocent aunt. Leonard Willey 
was a stiff and altogether unnatural 
fiance for Auntie. Bruce Elmore, 
who, as James McDonald, was just 
dying to have Auntie call him “Mac,” 
and who finally married the mis- 
chievous girl, did his part very well, 
if a bit unduly boisterous at times. 

John Cromwell played the role of 
Roddy Caswell, the philandering 
husband, quite calmly, and Homer 
3arton was a chubby sultor of Annie. 

To Miss Gray fell the most difficult 
and the most arduous task of the 
piece. This Aunt was in hot water 
for four long acts. She survived it 
nobly, considering the season. The 
vigor of her performance, and the 
charm and poise of Miss’ Binney 
stamp “The Teaser,”” which might 
better have been called “Peck's Bad 
Girl,” as being a delightful little 
play.
